Researchers from George Washington University will carry out the 
unique program under the terms of a $270,000 grant from the Rational 
Institute of Mental Health, Dr, Thelma Hunt of the university's psychology 
department will direct the project ^vhich will begin immediately and have its 
first contact with erring drivers sometime in 1961, 

Both 12 pointers who have had their licaises revoked and 8 pointers 
who have had them suspended will be included in the study. Violators are 
to be divided into two equal control groups on the basis of age, sex and 
race} the first group will be enrolled in the District's traffic school as 
they are at present, while the other group will be subject to personality 
tests, attitude tests and three group counseling sessions. 

Twelve pointers wi 11 be able to reapply for a driving permit after 
six months, and suspended drivers will have their licenses returned at the 
time designated by the department of motor vehicles. Officials emphasized 
that the study will not change the time required for drivers to "earn the 
right to drive again,"

A program to formalize study and research in government contracts was 
announced this week by Dean Charles Nutting of the National Law Center at George 
Washington University. 

Organized under the university’s newly established Graduate School of 

t , 

Public Law, the program will ultimately provide new graduate courses; short 
t- term courses for employees of business and government; a complete library of 
reference materials on government contracts; publication of a periodical, and 
fellowships for students specializing in government contracts. 

"A substantial part of America's economy is tied to government purchases,' 1 
said Dean Louis Mayo of the Grad;ate School of Public Law in introducing the 
program. "Defense Department purchases alone amount to more than 25 billion 
annually. Clearly the legal and economic considerations involved in such a 

vast undertaking are of vital important to the nation."

In some industries, production under contract for the go-varment far exceeds 
civilian production. In the aircraft industry, for example, more than 80$ of 
the nation's output is under government contracts." 

The university's present program in government contracts includes two 
graduate courses and an annual two-day institute. 

Mayo outlined plans for an annual conference on the subject and a program to 
support research in the area. 

Director of the new program will be Ralph. C. Nash., lecturer in law, who has 
had wide experience as a contract negotiator in both government and industry. 
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The George Washington University has received a direct grant of

Construction of the new $3 million addition to The George 
Washington University Hospital will begin next year because of action 
taken today (Thursday, October 13) by the University's Board of 
Trustees. 

Acting George Washington President 0. S. Colclough said, 
"The Board's decision today brings the first step toward our new 
Medical Center months sooner than we had anticipated." 

In May the Board approved plans to develop a five-block 
area about the present hospital into a major medical center with a 
target completion date of 1970. At that time the most immediate 
needs were listed as an addition to the University Hospital, a new 
School of Medicine and a University Clinics Building. 

At the Board meeting today the Trustees accepted the 
gift of $1 million from Agnes E. Meyer, widow of the late Chairman 
of the Board of the Washington Post, Eugene Meyer, for the hospital 
addition. Together with an earlier grant of $226,500 from the Ford 
Foundation and other gifts, the University will be near its goal of 
$1.5 million with which to seek matching funds from the Federal 
Government. 

In appreciation of Mrs. Meyer's gift, the Board voted to 
name the addition "The Eugene Meyer Pavilion." 

Dr. John Parks, Dean of the School of Medicine, said, 

"With Mrs. Meyer's gift, we shall be able to have a completely 
modern research and teaching hospital in the center of our city. 

This is a major part of our program of expansion and modernization 
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of medical education, research and hospital service at the 
University. 

"This auspicious start is not only of the greatest 
benefit to the University but also to the community and, through 
increased medical knowledge, to all mankind." 

The present 400 bed hospital at Washington Circle, 23rd 
St. and Pennsylvania Ave., N. W., was completed by the Federal 
Government in 19^8 at a cost of $3 million. The new addition, equal 
in cost to the main building, will run along 22nd Street, to the 
rear of the present building. Its architects, Faulkner, Kingsbury 
and Stenhouse of Washington, estimate the new building will contain 
111,000 square feet of space, would be five stories with basement 
and sub-basement. 

According to Dean Parks, all the space in the present 
hospital is being used to its fullest capacity. The Eugene Meyer 
Pavillion will make possible the addition of one hundred beds, new 
operating room facilities, expanded emergency rooms, an expansion 
of pediatrics, and research, teaching and service laboratories. 

The University is contemplating a complete survey of the present 
hospital to determine how the addition can be utilized to its 
greatest advantage. 

A complete reorganization of the hospital's service 
facilities is planned for the convenience of patients and for 
greater efficiency. 


Mr. and. Mrs. Meyer had long been interested in medical 
education. In 1955 upon his 8oth birthday, the Eugene Meyer 
Chair of Medicine was endowed at George Washington through the 
gifts of his family, friends and associates, totalling $300,000. 

Ihe first holder of the new Chair is Dr. Thomas McPherson Brown, 
who was Mr. Meyer's personal physician. 

Besides the Eugene Meyer Pavillion, the master scheme 
for the medical center includes the new school of medicine, a new 
clinics building, two buildings for doctors' offices and laboratories, 
and a building for chronic diseases, rehabilitation and research. 

The Board has also authorized planning for the clinic and office 
buildings. 

With the Board's action today. Acting President Colclough 
expressed the hope that the first earth turning for the Pavillion 
would be before the fall of 1961 and that the new building might 
be in regular operation by mid-1963. 
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Of the nearly four hundred students who will receive degrees at the 
Fall Convocation of The George Washington University, October 22, five will 
have their degrees conferred upon them with the special recognition of the 
words, "with Distinction”.
